The last strands of red tape 
seem to have fallen by the 
wayside. 
Warwick reported that city 
manager Herbert Nelson had 
written to the Wildlife Con­ 
servation Board requesting an 
additional $12,000 over the 
original estimate of $47,700 
made nearly three years ago. 
Warwick was assured that the 
request could be met, although it 
won’t actually be ratified until 
late next month. 
The history of Dog Island is 
rocky in more ways than 
politically. 
In 1883, poet and naturalist 
Joaquin Miller was decrying the 
fact that the river had turned 
from “beautifully clear and cold 
to muddy.” 
Hydraulic strip mining, since 
outlawed in California, was 
loosening debris such as dirt and 
rocks in Shasta County, with 
subsequent floods carrying the 
material downstream. 
Immediately south of Dog 
Island are the “riffles,” the 
shoal which prevented travel by 
river boats further north than 
Red Bluff. 
This rocky, shallow area 
caused, as nearly as anyone can 
tell, a buildup of the mining 
refuse in this area in the late 
1880s. 
All of this, Andrew Osborne, 
history teacher at Red Bluff 
(Continued on Page 14)

At the beautiful harbor of 
Sydney, Mrs. Edgar and her' 
party had the novelty of a ride in 
a hydroplane, where “I never 
saw so many sailboats in my 
life.” 
Islanders apparently make a

Melbourne they could get a 
steak dinner for $1.50 and a 
lunch of sandwiches, salad and 
tea for 37 cents.

tougher than any that has gone 
before. He said the conference 
wrote a bill stronger in most 
respects than either of the two 
original versions. 


The measure may still earn 


barbs from environmentalists 
complaining it still does not go 
far 
enough, Muskie aides 


commented. 


But it does create a new ar- 


senal of federal pollution control 
measures, 
and 
authorizes 


spending $1 billion over three 
years to help pay for the fight. 


The weapons include granting 


the government the right to 


inspect 
private 
property 


pollution violations, to subpoena 
records of suspected

polluters and even to require 
factories to pay for and install 
pollution monitors. 


The measure sets national 


standards for all potential new 
sources of air pollutiion — such 
as industrial plants — and sets 
criminal penalties for willful 
polluters with fines up to $50,000 
a day and jail sentences of up to 
two years.

"I planned my entire 
future on his promise." 


The tool company forces 


claim Hughes signed a proxy 
that gave them power of at- 
torney and thus the authority to 
fire Maheu. The validity of the 
signature on the proxy has been 
debated pro and con by hand- 
writing experts who testified 
during the hearing. 


Maheu said that if ousted "I 


would be completely ruined, 
deprived of an opportunity to 
seek a decent living for the rest 
of my life." 


Though they never conversed

lt'$ Pay To Park This Year 


Red Bluff's chamber of commerce and city council have wisely 


decided that parking arrangements this Christmas season will be 
the same as at any other time of the year. Last year, at the 
chamber's request, the council agreed that no fines would be 
collected in the weeks immediately preceding Santa Claus' annual 
visit. The idea seemed a friendly gesture, but it didn't work out to 
everyone's satisfaction. 


For one thing, there seemed no practical way to let visiting 


motorists know that parking was for free in the holiday season. 
Consequently, they put their pennies, nickels and dimes in the 
hungry looking slots, and were somewhat miffed when they 
discovered that the fellow in the next stall had parked all day as a 
guest of the city. 


For another thing, many of the merchants themselves, and 


their clerks, were reported to have taken advantage of the holiday 
respite from parking citations to leave their own cars all day in the 
business street parking places. That offset the parking convenience 
that the special dispensation was supposed to afford. 


That situation points to the advantage of parking meters as a 


means of keeping parking spaces available by placing somewhat of 
a curb on the time a vehicle can remain parked. But it also points to 
a disadvantage. That is that there are always persons who will keep 
spaces blocked all day by feeding the meters. Obviously, it is an 
imperfect tool. 


M. G. Emery, chamber of commerce manager in Corning, 


where there are no meters nor any parking time limit, has 
suggested that Red Bluff would be better off with parking time 
limits, but no meters. That might have some advantages, but a big 
disadvantage is the difficulty of policing and enforcing. Further, it 
retains the disadvantage of harassing the shopper with the constant 
threat of a citation should he forget to move his car or be kept from 
returning when he expected to. 


It wouldn't be as popular as the shopping centers, with free 


nearby parking for everyone. Unless downtown businesses can 
provide similar parking, they will always be at a disadvantage. On 
the other hand, if an attractive, convenient downtown area can 
provide worry-free parking, it would be in an enviable position. 


Fiscal Factors Not Only Value 


That there are very serious economic factors involved in such 


high cost federal programs as the supersonic transport and the 
space program is obvious. The relation between input and output 
must be carefully considered. 


There is danger, however, that we may concentrate too much 


on fiscal priorities, at the expense of those quintessential factors:

plete work on the disappearance 
of hardwood swamps in the 
.South. His deputy, Charles 
Meacham, has also been offered 
$114 a day for three months to 
consult on predatory birds and 
animals. And Hickel's in- 
formation chief, Josef Holbert, 
has been slipped on the con- 
sultants' roll at $100 a day until 
Feb. 28. These generous fees 
apparently are intended to keep 
the trio from talking to the press 
about their dismissal.

Congressman from Akron, Ohio, 
has left good-by gifts for 10 staff 
members. It's the taxpayers, 
however, who'll have to foot the 
bill. The amiable Ayres ap- 
proved handsome salary in- 
creases for 10 House Labor 
Committee aides who served 
directly under him. Researcher 
Norma Chiriboga, for instance, 
had her pay hiked from $11,000 
to $20,000 a year, and minority 
clerk Will Henderson was given 
a raise from $9,000 to $15,000.

The Lockheed Corporation's 


seven hundred million dollar 
loss, which will now be paid by 
the taxpayers, is being palmed 
off by Congress as related to the 
national security.

Abort/on Advertising Concern

Wide-spread concern over the 


ethics of "advertising" abortion 
facilities has caused one New 
York hospital to mail 40,000 
letters of apology and a handful 
of county medical societies to 
take a closer look at local 
practioners. 


So far, the conern has focused 


on groups and individuals in 
New York and California, where 
liberalized abortion laws are in 
effect. 


Last summer, when New York 


made abortion largely a matter 
between a woman and her 
physician, Park East Hospital in 
Manhattan sent 40,000 copies of 
a "Dear Doctor" letter to 
physicians all over the country. 


The letter announced that the 
200-room hospital would per- 
form abortions on patients up to 
12 weeks pregnant, at a package 
cost of $575. 


Scores 
of 
doctors 
who 


received the letters as far away 
as Texas and Arizona became 
embittered over what one 
American Medical Association 
official called "outright cross 
solicitation" -7- a 
procedure 


strictly forbidden in the code of 
medical ethics. 


In response to the protests 


against Park East and a number 
of other groups making similar 
announcements, the judicial 
council of the AMA last Sep- 
tember condemned the practice 
as "commercialization and 
hucksterism."

Sound waves enter

ion, 
the 
sound 
waves 
are 


changed into electrical vibra- 
tions 
and 
carried 
to your 


brain through the nerve of 
hearing. It is when these vi- 
brations reach your brain that 
the sound is recognized as 
speech or music, the chirp cf 
a bird, or a train whistle. 


The first type of hearing 


loss, the "conductive" form, 
occurs when there is any in- 
terference with sound 
from 


the time it enters your outer 
ear until it is changed into 
electrical vibrations in your 
inner ear.

of tuning forks. An instru- 
ment, the audiometer, can add 
information when there is a 
particularly difficult problem. 


Patients frequently want to 


know what per cent of their 
hearing they may have lost. 
Any answer to such a question 
is at best speculative and un- 
reliable. It cannot be used as 
an indication of whether or 
not a person needs a hearing 
aid. 


The most reliable indication 


of that need is not a mathe- 
matical percentage, but rather 
a person's ability to hear un- 
der all usual circumstances. 


If you cannot comfortably 


hear the radio or TV at levels 
that others can, or if you do 
not hear conversation that 
others do, this becomes the 
guide to the need for a hear- 
ing aid. 


The "conductive" type of 


hearing loss responds most 
gratifyingly to good hearing 
aid 
amplification 
of sound. 


"Nerve" deafness is far more 
difficult and rarely is bene- 
fited by hearing aids. 


Par too many nerve-deaf 


people buy expensive hearing 
aids, only to find that they do 
not accomplish their purpose. 


Before any of these are 


purchased, an ear specialist 
should decide on its value.

Asks What Adults Going To Do 


It's Pay To Park This Year 


Red Bluff’s cham ber of com m erce and city council have wisely 
decided that parking arrangem ents this Christmas season will be 
the sam e as at any other tim e of the year. Last year, at the 
cham ber’s request, the council agreed that no fines would be 
collected in the weeks imm ediately preceding Santa Claus’ annual 
visit. The idea seemed a friendly gesture, but it didn’t work out to 
everyone’s satisfaction. 


For one thing, there seem ed no practical way to let visiting 
m otorists know that parking was for free in the holiday season. 
Consequently, they put their pennies, nickels and dimes in the 
hungry looking slots, and were somewhat miffed when they 
discovered that the fellow in the next stall had parked all day as a 
guest of the city. 


For another thing, many of the m erchants themselves, and 
their clerks, w ere reported to have taken advantage of the holiday 
respite from parking citations to leave their own cars all day in the 
business street parking places. That offset the parking convenience 
that the special dispensation was supposed to afford. 


That situation points to the advantage of parking m eters as a 
means of keeping parking spaces available by placing somewhat of 
a curb on the tim e a vehicle can rem ain parked. But it also points to 
a disadvantage. That is that there are always persons who will keep 
spaces blocked all day by feeding the m eters. Obviously, it is an 
im perfect tool. 


M. G. Em ery, cham ber of com m erce m anager in Corning, 
where there are no 
m eters nor any parking tim e limit, has 
suggested that Red Bluff would be better off with parking time 
limits, but no m eters. That might have some advantages, but a big 
disadvantage is the difficulty of policing and enforcing. Further, it 
retains the disadvantage of harassing the shopper with the constant 
threat of a citation should he forget to move his car or be kept from 
returning when he expected to. 


It wouldn’t be as popular as the shopping centers, with free 
nearby parking for everyone. Unless downtown businesses can 
provide sim ilar parking, they will always be at a disadvantage. On 
the other hand, if an attractive, convenient downtown area can 
provide worry-free parking, it would be in an enviable position. 


Fiscal Factors Not Only Value 


That there are very serious economic factors involved in such 
high cost federal program s as the supersonic transport and the 
space program is obvious. The relation between input and output 
must be carefully considered. 


There is danger, however, that we may concentrate too much 
on fiscal priorities, at the expense of those quintessential factors: 
the intellectual and spiritual need of man to explore, to reach out, to 
probe the unknown and find new horizons.

business. 
Filthy foreign films have been 
stashed inside little girls’ kit­ 
chen utensils and toy plastic 
telephones. These 8 mm. rolls 
show ‘‘acts of heterosexual 
activity, acts of bestiality, and 
various 
erotic 
p o rtray als 
(photographed) with extreme 
ex p licitn ess,” 
states 
the 
Customs document. 
The 
confidential 
report, 
submitted to the Senate Juvenile 
D elinquency 
Subcom m ittee, 
explains: 
‘‘Exploitation 
of 
American purchasers is due to 
the fact that the publication and 
sale of such m aterials in Den­ 
mark has been freed from all 
government control and that 
Sweden’s government control is 
minim al.” 
A cross the U. S., postal 
au th o rities received 392,782 
complaints about obscene mail 
in 1969. About 35 per cent was 
addressed to juveniles, some 
sent in care of elementary 
schools. 


DODD’S COLLECTION 
The Senate subcom m ittee, 
using a variety of addresses, has 
collected a compost pile of 
pornography. Chairman Tom 
Dodd, D-Conn., has kept it in a 


secret drawer with a 
com­ 
bination safe dial. 
His rank collection includes 
pictures from abroad of dogs, 
pigs, and children in positions 
that are degrading even for the 
livestock, much w orse the 
youngsters who appear no more 
than nine or ten years old. From 
domestic sexploiters, he has 
accumulated sexual devices, a 
rock candy lollipop in the shape 
of a sexual organ and incredible 
pictures com bining ghastly 
m urders and sex practices. 
In a report prepared for the 
Senate but not yet made public. 
Dodd 
declares 
that 
por- 
nographers 
gross 
‘‘sev eral 
billion dollars a year.” Some of 
it, he says, is thinly disguised as 
“scientific” data. 
For example, a Los Angeles 
publisher reprinted the Den­ 
m ark Royal Commission Report 
on pornography, illustrated it 
with filthy pictures and is now 
charging $4.75 for it. Another 
publisher took a Ph. D. paper on 
“Anal Eroticism ,” illustrated it 
abundantly with photographs 
and listed an impressive looking 
bibliography in the back. 
Anyone who receives dirty 
mail can instruct the Post Office 
to demand that his name be 
taken off the mailing list. But as 
Dodd’s unpublished report to the 
Senate points out, “a good way 
to get a child 
to 
look 
at 
something is to tell him not to 
look at it (The smut m erchant) 
knows that a child is flattered to 
receive any mail at all.” 


WASHINGTON EXPOSE 
Hush Money — The Nixon 
A dm inistration has offered 
consultant fees, apparently as 
hush money, to three of Interior 
Secretary W alter Hickel’s aides 
who were purged with him last 
m onth. L eslie Glasgow, the 


assistant secretary in charge of 
fish, wildlife and parks, has 
been retained for 90 days as a 
$114-a-day consultant to com ­ 
plete work on the disappearance 
of hardwood swamps in the 
.South. His deputy, C harles 
Meacham, has also been offered 
$114 a day for three months to 
consult on predatory birds and 
anim als. 
And 
H ickel’s 
in­ 
formation chief, Josef Holbert, 
has been slipped on the con­ 
sultants’ roll at $100 a day until 
Feb. 28. These generous fees 
apparently are intended to keep 
the trio from talking to the press 
about their dismissal. 


A yres’ G enerosity — Bill 
Ayres, 
the 
lam e-duck 
Congressman from Akron, Ohio, 
has left good-by gifts for 10 staff 
members. It’s the taxpayers, 
however, who’ll have to foot the 
bill. The am iable Ayres ap­ 
proved handsome salary 
in­ 
creases for 10 House Labor 
Committee aides who served 
directly under him. Researcher 
Norma Chiriboga, for instance, 
had her pay hiked from $11,000 
to $20,000 a year, and minority 
clerk Will Henderson was given 
a raise from $9,000 to $15,000.

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Abortion Advertising Concern

Last summer, when New York 
made abortion largely a m atter 
between a

physician, Park E ast Hospital in 
M anhattan sent 40,000 copies of 
a “ D ear D octor” le tte r to 
physicians all over the country. 


The letter announced that the 
200-room hospital would per­ 
form abortions on patients up to 
12 weeks pregnant, at a package 
cost of $575.

IS THERE more than one 
type of deafness and, if so, 
can they all be helped with a 
hearing aid? 
Mr. S. T., Minn. 
Dear Mr. T.: There are two 
major types of deafness or 
hearing impairment. One is 
the "conductive" loss of hear­ 
ing: the other 
is the “percep- 
t i v e ” 
o r 
"nerve" t y p e 
of h e a r i n g 
loss. 
So that you 
may better un­ 
derstand each 
type of deaf­ 
ness, I will de- 
s c r i b e t h e 
mechanism by 
which we hear. 
Sound 
waves 
enter 
your 
outer ear and produce slight 
vibrations of the ear drum. 
Then, by way of three tiny 
bones in the ear called the 
hammer, the anvil and the 
stirrup, sound is brought to 
your inner ear. 
Here, in a remarkable fash­ 
ion, 
the 
sound 
waves 
are 
changed into electrical vibra­ 
tions 
and 
carried 
to 
your 
brain through the nerve of 
hearing. It is when these vi­ 
brations reach your brain that 
the sound is recognized as 
speech or music, the chirp of 
a bird, or a train whistle. 
The first type of hearing 
loss, the "conductive" form, 
occurs when there is any in­ 
terference with sound from 
the time it enters your outer 
ear until it is changed into 
electrical vibrations in your 
inner ear. 
The second, or “nerve" type 
deafness, is caused by any 
condition 
that 
affects 
the 
electric impulses in the inner 
ea*\ in the nerve of hearing, or 
in the brain. 
In most instances, the diag­ 
nosis of the type of hearing 
loss can be made with a set 


of tuning forks. An instru­ 
ment, the audiometer, can add 
information when there is a 
particularly difficult problem. 
Patients frequently want to 
know w hat per cent of their 
hearing they may have lost. 
Any answer to such a question 
is at best speculative and un­ 
reliable. It cannot be used as 
an indication of whether or 
not a person needs a hearing 
aid. 
The most reliable indication 
of that need is not a m athe­ 
matical percentage, but rather 
a person’s ability to hear un­ 
der all usual circumstances. 
If you cannot comfortably 
hear the radio or TV at levels 
that others can, or if you do 
not hear 
conversation 
th at 
others do, this becomes the 
guide to the need for a hear­ 
ing aid. 
The “conductive" type of 
hearing loss responds m ost 
gratifyingly to good hearing 
aid 
amplification 
of sound. 
“Nerve” deafness is far more 
difficult and rarely is bene­ 
fited by hearing aids. 
Far too many nerve-deaf 
people buy expensive hearing 
aids, only to find th at they do 
not accomplish their purpose. 
Before any of these are 
purchased, an ear specialist 
should decide on its value.

Tuna With Excessive 
Mercury Is Traced 
To San Francisco 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
A shipment of canned tuna 


said by the Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration to contain ex- 
cessive amounts of mercury has 
been traced to the San Francisco 
Bay area, officials of Bumble 
Bee Seafoods in Astoria, Ore., 
said Wednesday. 


The FDA said it had tested 139 


lots of canned tuna from several 
companies and found mercury 
levels ranging to a high of 1.12 
parts per million. The federal 
limit is 0.5 parts per million. 


However Charles C. Edwards, 


FDA commissioner, said the 
tuna was still not considered a 
health hazard. 


Only one of the 139 lots tested 


belonged to Bumble Bee. 


John S. McGowan, Bumble 


Bee president, said of the FDA 
report: 


"We regard it as a very 


comprehensive report of what 
has happened and what the FDA 
and the tuna industry are doing 
to solve the problem." 


He said his company intended 


to test the suspect shipment 
once it was pinpointed and that 
the FDA would probably retest 
it. 


Mercury In Tuna 
May Be Accidental 
Scientist Says 


LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP) — A 


scientist says mercury found in 
canned 
tuna may be ac- 


cidentally added in packing 
rather than absorbed by the 
living fish. 


Dr. Reuben Lasker of the 


Fishery-Oceanography 
Center 


of the National Marine Fisheries 
service said Wednesday the 
presence of the poisonous heavy 
metal may be traced to the 
packing process. 


The Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration Tuesday reported 
one can of commercial tuna in 
every five it sampled contained 
traces of mercury. More than 
900,000 cans were recalled from 
grocery stores. 


"I don't believe it is enough to 


analyze the canned 
product 


which is the case as I un- 
derstand it," Lasker said. "I 
think the analysis should include 
things like the oil used in 
packing, the cans and the 
steamers used for cooking."

Tuna With Excessive 
Mercury Is Traced 


To San Francisco

.A shipment of canned tuna 
said by the Federal Drug Ad­ 
m inistration to contain ex­ 
cessive amounts of mercury has 
been traced to the San Francisco 
Bav area, officials of Bumble 
Bee Seafoods in Astoria, Ore., 
said Wednesday. 
The FDA said it had tested 139 
lots of canned tuna from several 
companies and found mercury 
levels ranging to a high of 1.12 
parts per million. The federal 
limit is 0.5 parts per million. 
However Charles C. Edwards, 
FDA commissioner, said the 
tuna was still not considered a 
health hazard. 
Only one of the 139 lots tested 
belonged to Bumble Bee. 
John S. McGowan, Bumble 
Bee president, said of the FDA 
report: 
“We regard it as a very 
comprehensive report of what 
has happened and what the FDA 
and the tuna industry are doing 
to solve the problem.” 
He said his company intended 
to test the suspect shipment 
once it was pinpointed and that 
the FDA would probably retest 
it.

At the Coleman National Fish Hatchery several days ago we 


witnessed the taking of eggs from salmon as we do every year. This 
time we were shown numerous steelhead in the four-pound class 
bearing green tags fastened to the base of the dorsal fin. These fish 
had oririnally been tagged at the Red Bluff Diversion Dam by Fish 
and Game personnel. Many of these fish upon reaching Coleman, 
were thence transported by truck to the Posse grounds at Redding 
and released. The reason for this is to see if they will take up 
residency or stay and spawn in that area and expand the run 
eventually in that upper portion of the Sacramento River. 


About five to six days after their release at Redding, the fish 


showed up again at Coleman. They proceeded straight down 
stream to Battle Creek then up the creek again to the hatchery. 
This bears witness to the fantastic homing instinct of these 
migratory fish. It seems unbelievable but some of the fish were 
transported three times to Redding only to return again three 
times. We now begin to realize more the greater importance of this 
fine creek and the Coleman National Fish Hatchery. 


Tiping our hat again to that establishment is the fine public 


relations work they are doing educating the youngsters on fisheries 
management on a regular basis. Schools from all over Northern 
California take field trips to Coleman to learn of valuable salmon 
and steelhead resource.

This brings to mind the 
questions: "You get hurt so who's to blame? Does the area 
operator have any legal duties and responsibilities to protect the 
skier from accident? What are your own responsibilities?" 


Because a ski area attracts skiers, the relationship between 


skier and ski area operator confers upon the skier the status of 
what is legally called an "invitee." The law declares that the ski 
area operator must protect the skier (invitee) from all "known 
dangers on the premises, as well as those which, through the 
exercise of reasonable care, the operator could discover." 


The key words are "known danger" and "reasonable care." A 


dangerous condition must be visible, as the operator is not 
required to know what dangers lurk below several inches of snow. 
Also a dangerous condition must have existed for a period ot time, 
so that it would have been discovered through the exercise of 
reasonable care. When the skier skis beyond marked trails and 
slopes he terminates his invitee status and bears full responsibility. 


The operator's duty to protect skiers from injury on the slopes 


extends to protecting them from injury in the use of tows, lifts, and 
similar facilities. He must regularly inspect and service lift 
equipment, use trained personnel, and erect warning and in- 
structional signs. 


However the area operator is not responsible for injuries to 


skiers who cause their own accidents as a result of skiing out of 
track, sitting down on a Poma or T-Bar lift, unloading during the 
ascent, wearing inapproporiate loose clothing when riding rope 
tows, skiing with "known" defective equipment, schussbooming, 
stopping in the middle of a busy slope to rest or talk, skiing in the 
bright sun without goggle protection, etc. 


As a result of such behavior the skier is legally barred from 


recovering damages due to injury by the doctrine of "contributory 
negligence," which means that a person cannot hold someone else 
liable for his injuries when he himself acted in such a way to cause 
his own accident. 


His actions are judged by what a "prudent" person would do 


under similar circumstances.

Many of these fish upon reaching Coleman, 
were thence transported by truck to the Posse grounds at Redding 
and released. The reason for this is to see if they will take up 
residency or stay and spawn in that area and expand the run 
eventually in that upper portion of the Sacramento River. 
About five to six days after their release at Redding, the fisn 
showed up again at Coleman. They proceeded straight down 
stream to Battle Creek then up the creek again to the hatchery. 
This bears witness to the fantastic homing instinct of these 
m igratory fish. It seem s unbelievable but some of the fish were 
transported three times to Redding only to return again three 
times. We now begin to realize more the greater importance of this 
fine creek and the Coleman Nationa Fish Hatchery. 
Tiping our hat again to that establishment is the fine public 
relations work they are doing educating the youngsters on fisheries 
m anagem ent on a regular basis. Schools from all over Northern 
California take field trips to Coleman to learn of valuable salmon 
and steelhead resource.

Africans Break Tradition

LETUBA, South Africa — Not 


too many years ago the black 
South Africans, in their tribal 
societies, would refuse to care 
for and would abandon their ill, 
their lame and those with 
mental and physical handicaps. 


It was, in a sense, much like 


the custom of some Eskimos and 
some American Indians in years 
past of abandoning their elderly, 
leaving them to die alone when 
they could no longer pull their 
own weight — one of the tenets 
of the law of the jungle and 
survival of the fittest. 


This is no longer true in South 


Africa. Credit for the breaking 
of this tradition must first go to 
the white missionaries, and now 
to the white government which 
is carrying on. 


I visited the Letuba School 


which has 212 inmates — 
••aiiging from the very young to 
middle-age adults. All are af- 
flicted with some-type of mental, 
physical or emotional handicap. 


No one, not even the director 


of the school, H. Lemmer, 
contends that this school and a 
similar one are nearly enough. 
But in my own opinion, what is 
being done — compared to what 
was done a few years ago — is 
highly commendable. 


I was touched by a class of 


nine young Bantu, ages from 
about eight to 12, that I visited. 
Unashamed of their physical 
deformities and proud of the 
progress they are making, they 
lined up and sang for me. 


It was a religious song, sung in 


their native language. 
It, no 


doubt, had come down from the 
missionaries, for the song told of 
"the light" that came into their 
lives since discovering the 
Savior. 


One little chap, not more than 


seven, had no hands — only what 
appeared to be loose masses of 
flesh where the hands should be. 


Yet, he held a pencil with both, 


and proceeded to write some 
English words, and the figures 1 
through 10. 


I visited the handicrafts 


section and saw youngsters and 


adults busy weaving baskets, 
bags, and other items, and also 
some quite beautiful ceramic 
work. There are a number of 
barracks and dormitories, all 
clean and designed especially to 
fit the various handicaps. 


You have only to talk to 


Director Lemmer a few minutes 
until you can see his genuine 
dedication and know he is a man 
devoted to his work. 


He is rightly proud of the work 


he is doing and hopeful that he 
and others here can do more. 


Lemmer pointed out to me the 


various handicaps — cerebral 
palsy victims, a lad who had 
both legs severed in a train 
accident, 
polio 
victims, 


meningitis victims, hydro- 
cephalic and micro-cephalic 
cases. 


He had, of course, those who 


have only physical handicaps 
and are 
capable of being 


educated 
and 
becoming 


somewhere 
near 
self- 


supporting. 


Then 
there 
are 
the 


uneducable, and the best that 


can be hoped for them is that 
some will be able — some day — 
to care for their personal needs, 
such as dressing, going to the 
bathroom, and feeding them- 
selves. 


In addition to this school, 


South Africa has one other in the 
west Trasvai in operation, a 
third being readied for opening 
in the Province of Natal, and a 
fourth on the planning boards at 
East London. 


This school has a waiting list 


of 33, and within a year, plans 
call for extending the capacity 
for a total of 280. 


It is quite easy to criticize 


South Africans from a distance 
of eight or 10,000 miles. But this 
criticism does not come so 
quickly once one has had op- 
portunity to see first hand what 
is being done in the humane 
category, and what is planned 
for the future. 


No, South Africa no longer 


abandons its sick and lame and 
the less fortunate.

Reagan Still Against Welfare Plan 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 
Regan says he would not “hold 
out” against President Nixon’s 
family assistance welfare plan if 
it were only “an experiment” 
rather than a law. 
And he cited the sta te’s 
de f i c i t - p e r i l e d 
Me di - Cal 
program as an example of a 
“hastily” adopted government 
program which resists reform 
attempts. 
“I wouldn’t hold out against it 
if they want to try it out on an 
experim ental 
basis,” 
said 
Reagan 
Wednesday 
upon 
returning to California from the 
Republican Governors Con­ 
ference at Sun Valley, Idaho. 
Reagan was rebuffed there by 


his fellow GOP governors in a 
move to go on record against the 
Nixon welfare proposal. 
Reagan said he would not 
oppose an experimental welfare 
program “because we ourselves 
would like to try some things on 
an experimental basis right here 
in California.” 
Reagan suggested the plan be 
tried experimentally “in a few 
representative districts and find 
out if we are right or they are 
right — if it leads to a reduction 
in welfare or if, indeed, it does 
just 
becom e

bureaucracy on top of what we 
have.” 
“Let’s not kid ourselves,” he 
said at an airport interview. 


“This program was hastily put 
into effect just a few months 
before my administration took 
over.

High School and mayor of the 
city, is quoted as saying in a 
report 
prepared 
by 
Mrs. 


Virginia Porter while attending 
Chico State College. 


Federal survey maps of 1885 


showed no island, which was 
substantiated in Mrs. Porter's 
report by the late Leo McCoy, a 
lifetime resident of Red Bluff. 


Joseph A. Roberts, now living 


in Gerber, told of an episode in 
the forming of the island in a 
letter to the Daily News in 
October of this year. He said his 
brother Ross and some older 
boys swam downriver with some 
young willow trees and planted 
them on a bar where the island 
now is to form a protected 
swimming hole. 


He said the island kept ex- 


tending upstream as the willow 
trees grew, and that the river 
eventually shifted its channel, 
leaving just a small stream on 
the north bank. 


McCoy recalled that a former 


owner of property had pointed 
out to him a pile of gravel and 
told of his intentions to plant 
cottonwoods to hold it for land 
formation. 


Some say it was formed by the 


meandering of the river, while 
other insist that the river 
changed 
from 
the 
gravel 


buildup. 


Whatever, plant and animal 


life soon began to take hold and 
as the story goes, the island was 
once used as a giant kennel for 
hunting dogs, from whence it 
gained its name. 


Today, the island is like a 


setting from Mark Twain's Tom 


Sawyer. 


Blackberries, 
elderberries, 


cottonwoods, cattails, Oregon 
ash and various willows and 
grasses overgrow the island. 


Separating 
it 
from 
the 


mainland as the river curves is 
about 100 feet of water, now 
present all year around since the 
diversion dam was completed. 


On the island signs of deer and 


raccoons can still be seen, and 
the sound is often like a bird 
sanctuary. 


There is a beach, a cove where 


driftwood collects, a meadow 
where 
knee-to-waist 
high 


grasses grow. On the upstream 
side is a spot where the island 
still increases its size and where 
salmon are still caught. 


Nearby, kids have a rope tied 


to a tree where they can swing 
out over the water. They have a 
mudslide where they can slip 
into the stream with a splash. 


All beauty and fun, and the 


way the commission wants to 
keep it. 


It will be unchanged, with the 


exception of a foot bridge 
spanning to it and the placement 
of a few winding footpaths. 


On the mainland, above and to 


the north of where the present 
city water works are, a parking 
lot will be built with modern 
restroom facilities. 


Also an entrance will be cut 


slightly north of Douglass Ave., 
to provide an easy left turn 
access to the facility. 


"We hope we can see it done 


sometime in late July or early 
August," Warwick told the 
commission confidently.

Federal survey maps of 1885 
showed no island, which was 
substantiated in Mrs. Porter’s 
report by the late Leo McCoy, a 
lifetime resident of Red Bluff. 
Joseph A. Roberts, now living 
in Gerber, told of an episode in 
the forming of the island in a 
Idtter to the Daily News in 
October of this year. He said his 
brother Ross and some older 
boys swam downriver with some 
young willow trees and planted 
them on a bar where the island 
now is to form a protected 
swimming hole. 
He said the island kept ex­ 
tending upstream as the wiilow 
trees grew, and that the river 
eventually shifted its channel, 
leaving just a sm all stream on 
the north bank. 
McCoy recalled that a former 
owner of property had pointed 
out to him a pile of gravel and 
told of his intentions to plant 
cottonwoods to hold it for land 
formation. 
Some say it was formed by the 
meandering of the river, while 
other insist th a t the river 
changed 
from 
the 
gravel 
buildup. 
Whatever, plant and animal 
life soon began to take hold and 
as the story goes, the island was 
once used as a giant kennel for 
hunting dogs, from whence it 
gained its name. 
Today, the island is like a 
setting from Mark Twain’s Tom 


Sawyer. 
Blackberries, 
elderberries, 
cottonwoods, cattails, Oregon 
ash and various willows and 
grasses overgrow the island. 
S ep aratin g 
it 
from

mainland as the river curves is 
about 
1 0 0 feet of water, now 
present all year around since the 
diversion dam was completed. 
On the island signs of deer and 
raccoons can still be seen, and 
the sound is often like a bird 
sanctuary.

On the upstream 
side is a spot where the island 
still increases its size and where 
salmon are still caught.
